SOLD FOR FEED BILL 

The next development is the 
most recent one. During the time 
these horses had been in town they 
had run up a livery bill, and as 
consequence, they were again aa 
vertised for sale under the Livery 
Keepers’ Ordinance, by the pro- 
prietor, Lennard C. Crossley, the 
teed bill at that time amounting to 
$356. 

The sale was advertised to 
off on Saturday, January 23. 
When the hour arrived there was a 
large attendance, Mr A, L. Clemens 
officiating as auctioneer. Betore the 
sale commenced Mr A. Layzell, of 
Calgary, acting, it is stated, on be- 
halt of Sheriff Grahm, spoke
